Turn out for stones, so that the 
Inrte shall not stumble nca' the wliefL 
jolt over tliern: avoid tlio mndholes 
and places where tho going is bad; la 
the hortp slacken speed when the roac 
becomes heavy, and if you want to make 
np time do it where the ground slightly 
descends. 


It is u common mistake to think that 


a horse can haul a carriage easily on the 
level. On such a road he has to uc pull 
ing every moment; thoro is no rest. 
Whereas when the road now rises and 
now falls the weight is taken oil him at 
times, and ho has a chanco to recover 
hi 5 wind and to rest his muscles, As 
between a level road in a valley aud an 
up and down road over the hills, the lat- 
ter is by far tho easier for a horse to 
trivel. When you come to a long level 
Bt retch, let your horse walk a bit in tho 
middle of it. 


Almost everybody knows that for the 


first few miles after coming out of tlio 
stablo a horse should bo driven slowly, 
ar.d especially if he has just been fed. 
Dn a journey it is of the utmost impor- 
tance to observe this rule. Bo careful, 
icwever, not to check a young nag too 
qiickly when he comes fresh out of the 
stablo. Givo him his head, talk to him 
soothingly, and presently he will come 
down to a. moderate pace. If yon pull 
lim UTJ at once, you vex him extremely, 
so much so that ho is not unlikely to 
kick.—Harper's Young People.
